WEYLER'SHARDSHIPS 


The Captian General Sleeps 


in the Rain and Goes 


THE PREMIERS ATTITUDE, 


He Will Yield to No Power 


and Believes the United 
States Will Preserve 
the Correct Relations. 


(Special Dispatch to the Vrinv.ript) 


PARIS, Nov. IS.—A dispatch to the 


Journal from Madrid gives the substance 
of an interview with the Spanish premier, 
Del Castillo quoting the following state- 
ments : "The United States has always 
observed the correct attitude and it is 
to be hoped she will never, in this case 
disrespect the rights of Spain, for which 
country, the Cuban question is one of in- 
ternal politics. I believe the 
United 


States will not change her policy for the 
sake of Cuban negroes, but in the event of 
her doing so, Spain will cause her rights 
to be respected. As long as I remain in 
power I will make no concession and 
yield to nobody." 


Silence In Havana. 


Very little new* rega«ttug the doings of 


General Weyler in his operations against 
the Insurgents in Pinar Del Bio province 
was allowed to escape from the palace at 
Havana this morning. 
Major Bazan of 


Weyler's staff arrived from the front today 
and says the operations are most difficult. 


Weyler 'Wet and Hungry. 


The captain general, the major says, 


slept two rainy nights on the ground 
without blankets and that he has been 
several times without meals. He says 
Weyler was between Zoroaand Candelaria 
yesterday. Despite the fact that the 
weather has greatly improved in Pinar 
Del Rio and despite the authorities assert- 
ing that the health of the troops in the 
field shows inprovement 700 sick men 
have arrived 
and 
300 
more 
are 


expected. 


Insurgents Repulsed. 


Sagua advices announce that Alfredo 


Ruiz Cepeda and two other insurgents 
have been shot. 
General Munoz, who is 


now ill, had two engagements with the 
insurgents at Sitio and Honda. 
The 


enemy left eighteen killed and retired 
with many wounded. 


Dlnlodged the Ememy. 


Colonel Moncado, while reoonnoitering 


on the heights of Grille, Havana province, 
engaged with the insurgents under Ar- 
ango. The enemy was entrenched, but 
three hours fighting dislodged them and 
they retired with some wounded and 
leaving seventeen killed. Of the Spanish 
forces sis were killed and thirty-eight 
privates wounded.

A SHOCKING MURDER, 


A Mother and Daughter 


Shot in Their Home by 


an Assassin Outside.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. Nov. 18.—Mrs. Poley, 


widow, 65, and her unmarried daughter, 
Fannie, 40, were found murdered in their 
home nonr Liberty this morning. Wil- 
liam Poley, the son of the eldest woman, 
visited the neighborhood yesterday and 
returned this morning and found the 
bodies. He found the mother and slater 
in the bedroom, their night clothes be- 
spattered with blood. They had been 
shot, the mother through the head and 
the daughter through the back. 


The assassin had flred at the women 


through the front window and a bullet 
lodged in the head of the bedstead. Then 
the women evidently ran to another bed- 
room in the rear of the house, but the as- 
sassin forced his bloody work and com- 
pleted it. The son gave the alarm and a 
party soon gathered and sought traces of 
the perpetrator of the deed. Finding no 
olue they rode to this city and reported to 
the local police, who immediately de- 
spatched detectives to the scene.

A Gale Prevented All Her 


Crew Being Saved and

The Italian Girl Again on Trial 


for Her Betrayer's 


Murder, 


WILL TELL HER OWN STORY 


Has Had a Year's Training 


and is Now Fairly Refined 


and Feels Her Ter- 


rible Position. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 18.—The second trial 


of Maria Barber! for the murder of her be- 
trayer began this morning. The case is 
exceptionally full of interest and the facts 
are generally known. Maria is an ignor- 
ant Italian girl, who murdered her lover 
because he refused to marry her after be- 
trayal, and she has been in prison a year 
during legal movements by her counsel. 


Itftliicd Young Woman Now. 


She has been educated during the year 


and has absorbed a wonderful amount of 
knowledge and appears in court now a 
fairly refined young woman, deeply feel- 
ing the situation. She was under sentence 
of electrotuction when the court of 
appeals granted a new trial. Her fate 
now depends greatly upon thesympathl 
of the jury. 


Lauterbach made a 
brief opening 


speech, saying the prosecution Intended 
to show that the prisoner went to live 
with Cataldo of her own accord and that 
the pair quarrelled frequently; that the 
quarrels grew out of Cataldo's refusal to 
marry the prisoner and give her f700 
which he had In the bank; that as the 
result of his refusal she followed her lover 
into a saloon on East Thirteenth street. 


Cut Cataldo'B Throat. 


After repeating her demands and get- 


ting refusals she cut Cataldo's throat. The 
line of defense is unknown and probably 
will rest on the idea of mental irresponsi- 
bility. 
The prisoner admitted she at- 


tacked Cataldo with a razor and almost 
severed his head from his body. The 
jury will her the story of her early life in 
the lowest strata of immigrants, of her 
fall and of the weeks spent with Cataldo. 


Will Tell Her Story. 


Testimoney will be introduced tending 


to show Maria was so ignorant at the 
time she committed the crime as to be 
Incapable of distinguishing between right 
and wrong, or judging the consequence of 
her act and was therefore as morally ir- 
responsible as a child or imbecile. The 
girl will go on the stand herself and tell 
the story ot her life and the tragedy at 
the East Thirteenth street saloon.

THE CHURCH AND SLAVERY, 


Rev. Mr. Tenney's Interesting Lecture. 


How the Institute will be Favored. 


At last night's meeting of the Tuesday 


night institute in the Congregational 
chapel Rev. W. L. "Penney gave a very in- 
tereiting lecture on the relation of the 
church to slavery. Mr. Tenney is giving 
much attention to that subject, having in 
mind the publishing of a book as the re- 
sult of his study. The book will certainly 
be an interesting contribution to history, 
judging from the material he presented 
lust night and which no doubt will make 
up some of its pages. It' the purpose of 
the work can be gathered from last night's 
lecture the book will show hew slavery 
appeared to the church conscience as far 
back as some 200 years ago and leading 
up to the time of the general agitation 
for abolition. It will bring out what will 
now seem to be peculiar Christian ethics, 
a state of public conscience that believed 
slavery could be maintained and at the 
same time had a conception of the rela- 
tions of the black man and the white man 
on the basis of human brotherhood. It 
wjll also show the beginning of the aboli- 
tion idea, that in this state of public con- 
science, which believed it possible to har- 
monize the altruist and the S3lft»h, there

su ipe as a lav,- ot land more than i cea- 
tuiy afterwards,.

Her Xfeltli In Her Mission Overcame All 


Obstacles Before the King. 


Eer conviction was so strong that it 


gained the sympathy of the poor about 
her. 
To these humble beings, for whom 


everything is difficulty aud impossibili- 
ty in life, imagination opens a rich field, 
where all dreams seem credible. They 
believed tbe dream of Joan and lent 
their aid to tlie accomplishment of her 
miracle. This help and complicity of 
the people sho was to flud everywhere 
on her road. The king and the nobles 
accepted her because she served their 
purpose; the people believed in her and 
lent her strength. Thus from the first 
Btep of har undertaking her situation 
was clearly outlined, as it was to be to 
the end—to martyrdom. The poor peo- 
ple gave from their poverty to buy her 
n horse and vestments of war, and a 
squire, Jean de Metz, won by the popu- 
lar enthusiasm, offered to accompany 
her with a few men.

MUSIC PUPILS. 


Judgment and Tact Reqntrcd to Interest 


Them—Four Hand Pieces. 


How shall we interest onr pupils, 


hold tlieir attention and bring out the 
best work? is a problem to many teach- 
ers of nrasie. A teacher writing in Tb<? 
Etude Bays: First and perhaps one of 
the hardest tasks of the teacher is for 
him to be always full of interest bim- 
eelf and to let the papil feel it, be- 
cause you cannot expect a child to show 
an interest in a lesson if yon are in- 
different and careless and only trying 
to hurry through and on to the next 
one. 


Emerson said, "The chief want in 


life is somebody who shall make UB do 
tho best we can." Why can wo not ap- 
ply this to music? It seems to me that 
it just strikes tbn keynote of tho sub- 
ject. And how can we better aohievo 
this success than by inspiring in them a 
love of their work from the very begin- 
ning? One of tho best means tbat I have 
found for combining study and pleasure 
at the same time is the practice of frmi 
hand pieces. 
My little pupils always 


enjoy playing them with me and eagpi- 
ly look forward to the next' 'duet, "ancl 
thus learn as quickly as possible the in- 
tervening studies. I have alfco found 
that this playing of duets is a great help 
in training them to keep good time. 
Then some of my .pupils always ask ma 
to play for them after the lesson, anil 


j though it takes a little extra time I al- 


most always play something, if only 
part of a piece, and tell them what H 
ia and perhaps something about thu 
composer. In this way I tiy to leave in 
their minds a pleasant impression of tho 
lesson and at the some time teacii them 
to become familiar with different com- 
posers.

BTTOpt up tho coast the northern end of 
fiandy Hook hns been transformed from a 


, panliisula into an island. Four miles 
| south of the olil Is'ew Jorfej' Southern rail- 


road boat lauding nad flvo miles south of 
the point of the Hook Is tho bathing re- 
sort of Highland Bead). Tho bathing 
grounds nro just across the Shrewsbury 
mcr from tho two big lighthouses known 
ns Highland lights. For a full mile tho 
strip of beach Is Tory narrow, and In th.it 
distance there Is no point where tho river i 
and ocean are separated by mere than 100 
yards. Jetties and bulkheads have been 
erected, and many tralnloads of stone 
have been dumped here in past years to 
protect the railroad track from ocean 
storms, and tho preventive measures hare 
been successful until the last big storm 
came along. Now the noa comes through 
Into the Shrewsbury by way of an inlet 
600 yards in width, andXhe breakers make 
the little river steamers roll us they pass 
by the inlet on their way up to New York. 


Years ago, before the railroad company 


had to abandon tho Hook altogpther to tho 
Federal government, long and heavy pil- 
ing was driven to support tho track. 
Ic 


was driven deep and well braced, and it 
stood the storm well. Today it is the only 
connection between the mainland ,iml t!io 
Hook. The indications are tbat the next 
storm will remove even this link, for the 
new inlet is becoming wider and deeper 
with each tide. 


In the early part of this century the bulk 


of the water of Shrewsbury river nnd its 
tri butanes passed out into the ocean at this 
very point:. So wido and deep was this old 
time inlet that mauy a Yankee craft, 
escaped British war vessels by slipping ' 
through it into the $!irewsbury. 
, 


It looks as though the old inlet bad 1 


como to stay, for even now it would tako j 
hundreds of traiuloads of stone and earth 
to close the breach. If the government 
desires complete isolation for its fortifica- 
tions and proving giouiids, it ia ill a fun1 
way to seoure it.—J\sw York bun.

(d.) The reply of the Bishop of Rome, 
addressed to his own people and not 
to us, is that the orders of the Church 
of England are, in the judgment of 
Rome, invalid. After the nine days' 
wonder has subsided, I fancy that this 
bull was past into the 'innocuous desue- 
tude' which has entombed so many oi 
its predecessors. Hut there are certain 
issues involved in the fact and in the 
manner of this decision which deserve 
notice among us. Two things are mat- 
ters of congratulation: First, that the 
decision takes the form of a denial. 
The result to be feared was, that, by 
acknowledging our orders valid, Rome 
should have held out a temptation to 
curtain Anglican priests to fall into 
the trap of recognizing first, the in- 
falibility of the Bishop of Rome, be- 
cause he had decided rightly in this 
case against the wishes of the Jesuits 
and the narrow Anglo-Eoman ecclesi- 
astics; and, secondly, the supremacy 
of the Bishop of Rome, by submitting 
to his authority, and so producing the 
form of schism known as the uniat 
churches in the east. The second sub- 
ject for congratulation is the argu- 
ment upon which the decision was 
reached, which is the well-known

conclusion 
by an apparently new 


investigation of facts. 
It is com- 


fort to feel that at least the nag'a 
head fable is remanded to the shades, 
with other myths. And it is still more 
satisfactory to know that one of two 
alternatives 
is irresistible by 
the 


bishop's own reasoning. Either Ro- 
man orders are invalid, since they were 
not conferred for centuries in the Ro- 
man church according to what he now 
considers the essential form, or else 
Anglican orders are valid,1 because 
they have been conferred always by 
the same form as that defined to be es- 
sential by the council of Trent, or by a 
form even stronger and more definite— 
the laying on of hands with the words, 
'take' or 'receive the Holy Ghost.' 
It is still more curious and comfortable 
to note that so far as the intention of 
the church is concerned (the matter of 
laying on of *he hands and the words, 
'Receive ye the Holy Oliost' being used) 
the expression of intention is clearer 
in the English than in the Roman 
church. ! For the English ordinal or- 
ders to the priesthood (Sacerdotium) 
and the Roman to the Presbyterato 
(Presbyteratus), and the English or- 
dinal specifies the 'Ministry of Sacra- 
ments,' whereas the Roman ordinal 
omits it. The sad part of it all is the 
fact that tho new dogma of papal in- 
fallibility, and the very fallible man- 
ner 
of 
its exercising, widen 
the 


branches of Christendom and increase 
the hindrances of unity.''

salaries; fourth, a complete revision of 
the civil and military lists and remov- 
al of any officers who have been con- 
victed of crimes or w.ho are other- 
wise unflt for office; fifth, an entire re- 
organization of the gendarmery; sixth, 
no person to be debarred from holding 
office because of his religion, and, sev- 
enth, all communities to have equal 
rights. The scheme aims to maintain 
the integrity of the empire, but does 
not necessarily pre-suppose the reten- 
tion of Abdul Hamid as sultan.
